Official Paris Report Says Result of Fierce Battle Still Unde- 
cided but Allies Forced to Yield Certain Points—German 
Army Operating on East Prussian Front, After a Battle 
Lasting Ten Days are Beaten Back—Large Quantity of 
War Material Abandoned in Flight. 


Paris, Oct. 5.—(3:02 p.m.)-—The following official communi- 
cation was given out in Paris this afternoon: 

“On our left wing to the north of the Oise, the battle continues 
with great violence. The result remains indecisive. We have been 
obliged at certain points to yield ground, 

“Along the remainder of the front there has ben no change. 

“In Russia, after a battle which lasted ten days, the German 
army which was operating between the eastern Prussian front and the 
Niemen river, has been driven back along the entire line and made its 
retreat abandoning a considerable quantity of war material. This 
army has evacuated completely the territory of Russian provinces of 
Suwalki and Glonja.”’

“the Germans continue thelr desper- 
ate efforts to capture Antwerp. They 
are in a desperate hurry to accomplish 
it, pounding away unceasingly with 
their artillery at Forts Waelhem and 
Waevre St. Catherine and flinging their 
artillery and infantry forward in fran- 
tic efforts to break through. 

“Their losses have been enormous 
and the numbers killed are estimated 
as high as §,000 during the present 
movement. 

“Thus far the forts in the outer ring 
of the Antwerp defenses have suffered 
little harm from the German bombard- 
ment. The German big guns are not 
being worked by regular soldiers, but 
by men in citizens clothing who wear 
only an armlet to indicate their mili- 
tary occupation, Undoubtedly these 
men are employees of the Krupp fac- 
tory, hastily summoned to replace the 
losses among the regular gunners. The 
heaviest German forces are located 
north of Vilverde, where foundations 
of reinforced concrete have been pre- 
pared. 

“The German shells have practically 
wiped out most of the little villages 
and hamlets in the outer circles of the 
Antwerp defences,

Varia, Oct. 6.—-In a despatch to the 
Havas agency from Petrograd the fol- 
jlowing details of the combat between 
the Germans and the Russians at Os- 
sewetz fortress in Russian Poland are 
given:

“The Russians then made a sortie, 
profiting by routes unknown to the 
Germans, and enveloped the two wings 
Which, {t was supposed, had occupied 
all the routes, When this movement 
ensued under conditions unfavorable | 
to the enemy.

No sooner does the sawmill, for instance, fill its last order than 
the plant, in the great majority of cases, is compelled to shut down 
and the men are out of work and unable to buy apples. The fishery 
works almost absolutely to its demand; when the immediate demand 
Is not presented the boats tie up. The lead mines in British Columbia 
are having great difficulty in maintaining operations because the silver 
content of their ore—owing to the war situation—cannot be im- 
mediately forwarded to its ultimate market in Asia. All these indus- 
tries interlock. Where one is affected all are affected. Where one 
man is out of work the loss radiates until it is shared by thousands. 

These halts and jars to the machinery of production occur in 
peace times as well as during war—although the war accentuates 
and emphasizes them—and at the same time the banking report from 
month to month shows where enormous sums of the money neces- 
sary to maintain a steady production in Canada are being taken out 


of the country altogether and lent to the stock gamblers in New York, 
who do not produce and whose operations, on the whole, are a dis- 


finct handicap to production. What the war has pointed out in this 
latter respect is that this mobile reserve, which the banks allege their 
call loans in New York represent, has as great possibilities for being 
locked up as apples in the can, lumber in a pile, or silver in a safety- 
deposit vault. 

What is needed in Canada, of course, is a banking system by 
which it would be possible to finance on any character of produced 
and transmutable wealth, in any place and at any time, and not neces- 
sarily with the consent of a privately-owned bank. Already this has 
been perfected in the matter of warehouse receipts and bills of lading 
for wheat, but President Wilson in United States is working out in his 
federal reserve board a system by which it will be possible to get the 
same accommodation on almost any staple product that the ordinary 
demands of commerce make fit security for discount. While the 
Wilson method is round-about, it contains the germ of what must be 
applied to remedy the situation in Canada. 

In other words, it must be admitted that the banking system as 
at present construed in Canada, fails to suit itself to the requirements 
of a country which relies not on the thing called ‘‘finance,’’ as does 
New York or London, but upon straight hickory-shirted production 
for its prosperity. The change that is necessary is to make the actual, 


tangible products the collateral, instead of s -ks and bonds. The 
thing that is required is banking for producers and not for gamblers.
